States,  on  the  26th  ult.,  in  the  case  of 
Adam  Van  Allen  vs.  the  board  of  asses~ 
sors  of  the  city  of  Albany,  decided  that 
shares  of  the  stockholders  in  the  bank- 
ing associations  created  under  the  acts 
of  Congress  which  provided  for  the  cre« 
ation  of  national  banks  can  be  subjected 
to  taxation  by  stHte  authorities.

A  corrospondent,  alluding  to  tho  re« 
cent  failuro  of  the  Whipple  File  Com- 
pftuy,  and  the  extraviignnoe  of  manu- 
factariog  corporations  id  this  country, 
a«  oontratted  with  similar  concerns 
abroad) says : 

A  dia  manufncturer  in  EnjfUnd,  em 
ploying  the  same  capital,  has  not  a  tribe 
of  president,  secrotary,  etc.,  to  pay,  nor 
Buch  h  losi  of  extra  interest,  etc.,  as 
oom«!8  npon  a  company  here.  In  fact, 
the  highest  protection  barely  covers  the 
enormoas  expenses  of  such  a  concern 
©▼er  those  of  the  foreigner. 

In  the  year  1839,  having  to  supply 
n  railroad  company,    I   visited  some  of 
the-  iron  works  in  ihis  country.      I  found 
one  payinjj;  its  president  a  salary  of  sorao 
$10,000,   and  other  employees,  agents, 
et«.,  in   proportion.     Of  its  capital  of 
1100,000,  $40,000  had  been  put  into 
buildings.     Subsequently    I    went    to 
Kngland,    and    nearly    the    first    iron 
manufacturer  I  saw   told  me   that  with 
»  capital  ot   $150,000   himself  and  his 
100  manngod   the   wholo   business,   and 
were  well  satisfied  if  they    cleared   six 
per  cent.,   actually  less  than  the  salary 
of  the   American    president.      His  ma^ 
ohinery  was  perfect,  but   his  htiildings 
(mere  sheds)  cost  but  £1,000  altogether. 
it  is  against  all  these  advantages   our 
protective  system  taxes  the  American 
consumer. 


The  heavy  decline  in  many  lines  of 
floods  and  the  fall  in  general  merchan* 
dise  are  having  a  very  unsettled  effect 
on  the  spring  trade,and  business  is  much 
luoro  backward  than  had  been  anticipa- 
ted. Many  of  our  merchants  are  very 
much  discouraged,  both  on  account  of 
the  limite<l  demands,and  the  heavy  los* 
ses  upon  the  stock  in  hand.  They  may 
take  it  for  certain,  we  think,  that  this 
fail  is  not  a  mere  fluctuation, which  may 
take  another  direction  in  many  days. 
It  is  quite  sure  to  provo  permanent, 
and  to  bo  followed,  by  and  by,  by  fur- 
tber'movements  in  the  same  direction. 
This  if"  the  le^^itimntfl  couisc  now  and 
henceforward,  and  all  parties  might  as 
well  prepare  for  it.  It  will  take  from 
dealers  a  portion  of  the  heavy  profits 
of  previous  years,  but  it  will  also  help 
to  bring  about  a  time  in  which  the 
course  of  trade  will  be  more  steady  and 
Its  results,  on  the  whole, more  satisfacto- 
ly. — New  York   Tribune. 

Soldiers  and  sailors  who  make  appli- 
cation for  bounty  and  back  pay  should 
b«  very  careful  with  whom  they  trust 
•  their  discharge  papers,  Wo  have  heard 
latelv  of  several  of  these  valuable  doc- 
amcDts  that  have  been  spirited  away, 
no  one  knows  whither.  Since  the  bill 
for  the  equalization  of  soldiers'  bounties, 
hundreds  of  people  of  doubtful  reputa- 
I'on  have  been  scattering  circulars  broad 
cast  over  the  country,  stating  that  the 
bill  will  soon  be  passed,  and  advising 
■oldiers  to  send  their  papers  to  the  writ 
ers  of  the  circulars  at  once,  so  that  the 
bounty  can  be  collected  as  soon  as  the 
bill  pasties.  Soldiers  cannot  bo  too 
careful  of  their  papers,  and  in  selecting 
agents  to  prosecute  their  claims  should 
choose  those  only  who  are  of  establish- 
ed reputation. 

The  Davenporters  are  paying  dearly 
for  their  skating  parks.     It  wiil  bo  re- 
membered  that  these   parks  were  con- 
structed on  tlio  river  by  clearing  away 
the  snow,  flooding  the   ice  with  water 
when     it    becomes    rough.      Repeated

matter  of  great  tact  and  delicacy.  The 
lady  ambassadors  do  not  shock  the 
young  kdy  to  whom  they  are  sent  by 
any  sudden  or  abrupt  avowal  of  the 
awful  subject  of  their  mission.  Instead 
of  doing  this,  they  launch  out  in  praises 
of  the  gentleman  who  seeks  her  hand. 
They  speak  of  the  splendor  of  his  house, 
the  sumptuousness  ^f  his  furniture, 
of  his  courage  and  skill  in  catching 
seals,  and  other  accomplishments. 

The  lady,  pretending  to  be  affronted 
even  at  these  remote  hints,  runs  away, 
tearing  the  ringlets  of  her  hair  as  she 
retires,  while  the  ambassadresses,  hav- 
ing got  the  consent  of  her  parents, 
pursue  her,  drag  her  from  her  conceal- 
ment, take  her  by  force  to  the  house  of 
her  destined  husband,  and  there  leave 
her.  Compelled  to  remain  there,  she 
sits  for  days  with  dishevelled  hair,  silent 
and  dejected,  refusing  every  kind  of 
sustenance,  till  at  last,  if  kind  entreaties 
do  not  prevail,  she  is  compelled  by  force, 
and  even  by  blows,  to  submit  to  the 
detested  union.  In  some  cases,  Green- 
land women  faint  at  the  proposals  of 
marriage — in  others,  they  fly  to  the 
mountains,  and  only  return  when  com- 
pelled to  do  so  by  hunger  and  cold.  If 
one  cuts  off  her  hair,  it  is  a  sign  that 
she  is  determined  to  resist  to  the  death. 

All  this  appears  so  unnatural  to  us, 
that  we  seek  for  the  reason  of  such  an 
apparent  violation  of  the  first  principles 
of  human  nature.  The  Greenland  wife 
is  the  slave  of  her  husband,  doomed  .'o 
a  life  of  toil,  drudgery,  and  privation; 
and  if  he  die,  she  and  her  children  have 
no  resource  against  starvation.  The 
married  state  is  a  miserable  condition, 
while  widow  hood  is  a  still  more  appall- 
ing fate. 


The  Skill  of  tbe  Ganeho. 

The  skill  and  endurance  of  the  gaucho 
in  the  management  of  horses    is   very 
remarkable.     One  of  these  men  is  re- 
ported to  have  stood  on   the  transverse 
bar,   which  crosses  over  the  gate  of  a 
corral,  and  dropped  down  upor.  the  back 
of  a  horse,  whilst  the  animal,  in  com- 
pany with  several  others,  without  bridle 
or  saddle,  was  at  full  gallop  out  of  the 
enclosure.     What  made  the  feat  more 
adroit  was  the   fact  of  his  having  per- 
mitted   a  looker  on  to  select  the  horse 
for  him  to  bestride  before  the  whole  lot 
wore  driven  out.     The  endurance  of  the 
gaucho  is  also  striking,  and  I  have  been 
told  of  a  man  well   known    at   Buenos 
Ayres    having    ridden    a    distance   of 
seventy  leagues — that   is   to   say,   210 
miles-^in  one  day  to  that  cty.     Senor 
Don  Carlos  Uurtado,  Buenos  Ayres,  in- 
forms me  that  the  great  gaucho  game, 
in  which  the  famous  Rosas  was  most 
proficient,  was  what  is  called  el  pialar, 
that  is  catching  horses  by  lassoing  their 
feet.     (The   ordinary   mode    of  doing 
this  round  the  neck  is  called  enlasar.') 
Two  lines  of  horsemen — each  from  ten 
to  twenty  in  number — are  placed  at  a 
distance   so   far   apart  as   to  allow   a 
mounted  gaucho  to  pass  between  them. 
The  man  is  to  gallop  as  fast  as  he  can 
from  one  end  to  the   other — in   fact  to 
run  the  gauntlet.     Every  hoisenian  in 
the  lines  between  which  he  passes  is  fur- 
nished with  a  lasso.     As  he  gallops  up 
to  the  end  of  the  line,  the  first  lasso  is 
thrown ;   should  it  miss  him  the  second 
is  cast,  and  so  on.  The  dexterity  evinc- 
ed by  the  watchfulness    of  men  able  to 
throw  in  such  rapid  succession  after  a 
horse  which  is  galloping,   whilst  they 
are  standing,  is  truly  expert  At  length 
the  horse  is  penned,  and  down  he  falls 
as  if  he  were  shoL     And  now  the  activ- 
ity of  the  gaueho  is  displayed,   for  he 
comes  on  his   feet  without   any  injury, 
smoking  his  cigarette  as  when  he  lighted 
it  at  the  starting  port. 


CofTee. 

It  is  somewhat  interesting  and   curi- 
ous to  trace  the  history   of  coffee,  now 
such  a  common  breakfast    beverage    in 
almost  every  country,    and  see   how    it 
first  came  into  use.     At  the  landing  of 
Columbuo,  coft'ee  had  never  been   used, 
and  was  only  known  as  existing  in  Up 
per  Ethiopa  and  Arabia.      It  is  claimed 
that  the  superior    of  a    monastery    in 
Arabia  first  made  use  of  coffee  by  mak- 
ing the  monks  drink  an  infusion    of    it 
to    keep    them    awake    while   attend 
ing  their  nocturnal  services.     The  Ara- 
bian shepherds  had  reported  that    when 
•ho  sheep  ate  the  fruit  of  the  coffee  plant 
that  they  became  more    active;     hence 
the  experiment  upon  the  monks,  which 
proved  kuocessful,      and  its     rojiutnttoii 
then  spread  through  all    the    adjacent 
countries.     In  the  year  17U  a   single 
plant  was  introduced  into  Paris,    which 
was  the  origin  of  all  the    French    pro- 
ductions.    It  was  introduced  into  Java 
and  the  East   Indies   by    the    Dutch. 
The  French  and  Spaniards   spread    it 
through  South  America  and    the   West 
Indies.     The  consumption  of  coffee  has 
now  become  very  great.       Before    the 
rebellion,  from  fil'teen  to  twenty  millions 
of  dollars'  worth  was  consumed  in    the 
United  States  alone. 

Coffee  has  been  so  long  and  so  exten- 
sively used,  and  by  every  class  of  peo- 
ple, that  it  is  hard  to  give  it  up;  but  the 
present  great  price  it  demands  has  com- 
pelled people  to  take  up  with  substitu- 
tes. Chicory,  of  late,  has  come  into 
quite  common  use,  and  but  very  little 
prepared  coffee  is  sold  now,  but  its  best 
flavor  is  chicory.  This  root  is  cultiva- 
ted the  same  as  the  carrot.  They  may 
be  dug  in  the  fall  or  early  in  the  spring 
before  they  sprout,  and  should  be  wash- 
ed, sliced,  and  dried.the  same  as  apples, 
then  burned  and  roasted  as  coffee. 
Those  wishing  to  try  chicory  as  a  sub- 
stitute, or  to  mix  with  coffee,  would  do 
well  to  raise  a  bed  and  try  the  experi- 
ment. 

Rye  and  coffee  burned  alike,and  mix- 
ed half  and  half,raake8  a  good  beverage, 
and  one  scarcely  knows  but  that  it  was 
pure  coffee. 


Woolen    Olotlilns. 

The  most  healthy  clothing  for  our  eji- 
mate,tbe  year  round, is  that  made  of  wooV 
If  worn  next  to  the  skin  by  all   classes, 
in  summer  as  well  as  winter,  an   incal- 
culable amount  of  coughs,  ool<fa,   diar- 
rheas, dysenteries,  and  fevera  would  be 
prevented,    aa  also  many    sudden    and 
premature  deaths  from  croup,diphtheria 
•and  lung  diseases.       Winter    maladies 
would  be  prevented  by  the  ability  of    a 
woolen  garment  to    keep    the    natural 
heat  about  the  body  more  perfectly,  in- 
stead of  conveying  it  away    as   fast  as 
generated,    as  linen  and  flax   garments 
do ;  as  also  cotton  and  8ilk,altbough  these 
are  less  cooling  than  Irish  linen,  as  any 
one  can  prove  by  noticing   the  different 
degrees  of  coldness  on  the  application  of 
a  fcurface  of  six  inches  square  of  flannel, 
cotton,  and  linen  to  the  skin,    the  mo- 
ment the  clothing  is    removed.       The 
reason  is  that  wool  is  a  bad   conductor 
of  heat,  the  linen  ij  a  good  conductor. 

It  is  more  healthy  to  wear  woeleo 
next  to  the  skin  in  summer,  because  it 
absorbs  the  moisture  of  perspiration  so 
rapidly  as  to  keep  the  skin  measurably 
dry  all  the  time.  It  is  curious  that  the 
water  is  conveyed  by  a  woolen  garment 
from  the  surface  of  the  body 
to  the  outer  side  of  the  garment, 
where  the  microscope  shows  it 
condensed  in  millions  of  pearly  drops; 
while  it  is  in  the  experience  of  the  ob 
servant  that  when  a  linen  shirt  becomes 
damp  by  perspiration,  it  remains  cold 
and  clammy  for  a  long  time  afterwards; 
and  unless  removed  will  cause  some 
bodily  ailment. 

In  the  night-sweats  of  consumption, 
or  of  any    debilitated  condition  of  the 
system,  a  woolen  flannel  night-dress    is 
immeusurably  more    comfortable    than 
cotton  or  linen,    because  it  prevents  that 
sepulchral  dampness  and    chilliness    of 
feeling,  which  are  otherwise  inevitable. 
The  British  government  makes  it  Im- 
perative that  every  sailor  in    the    navy 
shall  wear  woolen  flannel  shirts  in    the 
hottest  climates.      The    shrinkage     of 
woolen  garments  in  washing,    whereby 
they  become  bard,impervious,and  board- 
like, has  prevented  their   more    general 
use;  but  there  are  three  ways  of  pre- 
venting this  to  a  greater  or  less  extent; 
either  lot  about  one-fourth  of  the  mate- 
rial be  made  of  cotton ;  have  it  dyed  red 
or,  some  other  color  tefore  it  is  woven ; 
or  if  it  is  greatly  preferred  that  it  shall 
be  white,  exercise  proper    care   in   the 
process    of      washing.        To    prevent 
white  woolen  stockings  from  shrinking, 
have  woolen  stretchers  made  of  the  size 
and  general  shape  of  the  foot,    and  let 
the  stockings  remain  on  them  until  per- 
fectly dried ;     or,    before   rinsing    the 
stocking,  double  it  so  as  to  fold  at  the 
heel  and  lay  the  foot  on  the    leg,    then 
roll  it  tight,  and  wring  it  crosswise. 

In  washing  all  woolen  garments,  put 
them  in  very  hot  soapsuds-water,  so  aa 
to  be  covered ;  then,  when  cool  enough 
to  allow  the  hands  to  be  put  in,  simply 
press  it  about  with  the  fingers  or  hands, 
aud,before  taking  the  garment  out,make 
the  water  for  rinsing  several  degrees  hot'- 
ter  than  that  from  which  it  is  to  betak- 
en, but  inctead  of  wringing  the  water 
out,  or  twisting  it  about  In  the  water, 
raise  the  garment  out  of  the  water,  up 
and  down  a  good  many  limes,  and  then 
lay  it  over  a  line  and  let  it  drip  dry  ; 
this  process  will,  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, prevent  fulling  or  shrinkage,  and 
is  worthy  of  being  communicated  to 
every  person  who  expects  to  be  a  house- 
keeper.

Caicmw  of  Broom  Corm. 

Broom  com,  like  other  grain- raised 
by  the  fanner,  must  hare  go«d  attention 
to  insure  a  good  crop,  and  it  is  necei- 
sary  to  have  the  ground  where  yon  in- 
tend  to  plant  it    in   good   Condition. 
My  plan  is  this :— If  the  field  has  been 
under  cultivation  for  any  length  of  time 
plow  the  ground  as  deeply  as  possible, 
and  immediately  after  plowing,  give  it 
a  good  rolling;    this  not  only  leaves  the 
land  in  a  smoother  condition,  but  also 
breaks  up  the  clods  which,  if  left  as 
when  plowed,  would  throw  the  drill  out 
and  you  would  have  Ibe  seed  sown  ir- 
regular;   this  should  be  avoided  if  pos- 
sible, for  It  is  a  great  advantage  to  have 
all  the  broom  com  break  ground  as  near 
the  same  time  as  possible ;   for  by   this 
means,  all  the  corn  comes  up  at  once 
and  is  not  liable  to  be  smothered  out. 
It  also  necessary  that  great  care  should 
be  used  in  the  selection  of  seed ;    I  al- 
ways save  my  own  seed,  and  by  this 
means    am  always  snre  of  its  eoming 

up. 

I  plant  as  soon  as  I  can  in  the  spring; 
some,  however,  do  not  plant  until  very 
late,  and  they  say  they  have  just  ai 
good  brush  as  I  do,  but  I  am  not  so 
sure  of  it.  My  reason  for  wishing  to 
plant  early,  is  this;  those  brush  stalks 
that  are  not  ripe  when  I  cut  the  first 
time  have  a  chance  to  get  ripe,  while  if 
you  wait  and  not  plant  until  late,  they 
do  not  have  a  chance  to  get  rip*  before 
the  frost,  which  of  course  spoils  all  that 
is  not  cut. 

In  the  cultivation  of  broom  com, 
great  care  should  be  used  and  not  a 
weed  allowed  to  grow  among  it;  if  this 
is  not  done,  the  corn  does  not  bmsb 
well ;  and  besides  this,  it  does  not  get 
ripe  so  soon  as  corn  that  is  free  from 
weeds.  Where  the  ground  on  which 
you  plant  broom  com  is  new  breaking 
it  should  be  planted  as  early  as  pos- 
sible, and  should  be  planted  as  you 
would  plant  sod  corn;  with  this  excep- 
tion, it  can  be  drilled  in,  instead  of 
planted  by  hand.  Very  good  crops  are 
raised  on  the  sod.  —  Cor.  Prairie 
Parmer.

meat  for  Cblldren. 

A  physician  gives  us  some  sensible 
philosophical  suggestions  on  this  sub- 
ject. Whether  our  readers  agree  with 
him  or  not,  it  will  do  no  harm  if  they 
think  of  the  matter  a  little: 

"Parents    who  give   their    children, 
under  ten  or  twelve  years  of  age,  a  meat 
diet,  commit   a  vital  error.     The  great 
mortality  among  children  of  tender  age, 
is,   in  my  opinion,   mainly  attributable 
to  ignorance  on  this  point,     A  healthy 
infant  or  child  glows  with  animal  heat. 
His  little  vital  machinery,  fresh  from 
the  ingenious  hands  of  nature,  is  full  of 
life,    electricity,    and    animation.     At 
birth  his  palpitating  little  heart  contracts 
from  130  to  140  times  per  minute.    At 
the  age  of  three  his  pulse  is  above  ninety, 
while  that  of  an  adult  averages  seventy- 
five.     Is  it  not,  then,  manifestly  wrong 
to  give  him  a  stimulating  diet?  In  rigid 
winters,  the  indigent  mother  sometimes 
freezes  to  death ;  not  so  the  baby  in  her 
arms.     We  cannot  call  to  remembrance 
some  instance  in   illustration  of  this  re- 
mark. The  fact  is,  to  speak  electrically, 
children   are  in   a  positive    condition. 
They  arc  full  of  vital  electricity;  toaug^ 
ment  in  them  that  active  element  is 
simply  to  inflame  the  blood  and  render 
them  susceptible   to  positive  diseases. 
What  I  mean  as  positive  diseases  are 
fevers,  bowel  complaints,  croup,  water 
on  the  brain,  etc.     Hence  their   diet 
should   be   plain   and   nutritious;    not 
stimulant.     Vegetable  food  is  the  best 
adapted  to  the  nouiisbment  of  their  lit- 
tle bodies,  and   keeps  their  blood  pure 
and   healthful,    while    flesh   generates 
large  quantities  of  carbonic  acid  gas, 
which   contains    72   parts  of   oxygen 
in  100." 


Qaick  Sprontlne  of  Onions. 

"How  is  it  that  you  raise  so  large  and 
nice  onions?"  I  asked  of  an  Iowa  farmer 
as  I  was  sitting  at  the  table  with  him, 
and  observing  some  on  the  table. 

"Well,"  said  he,  "we  sprout  the  seed 
with  boiling  water,  and  than  plant  it  in 
good  ground." 

"Sprout  the  seed  in  boiling  water  P' 
I  exclaimed,  inquiringly.  "What  do 
you  mean,  sir,  by  that?  Won't  boiling 
water  kill  the  seed?" 

"Not  at  all,"  he  replied;  "but  it  will 
sprout  them  in  one  minute's  time." 

"It  will?  It  looks  incredible!"  I  re- 
plied with  surprise. 

"If  you  try  it,"  he  replied,  "when  the 
time  comes  to  plant,  youMl  find  it  just 
as  I  tell  you." 

And,  sure  enough,  when  spring  came 
and  my  neighbor  was  planting  his  onion 
seed,  I  happened  to  be  present,  and 
said : 

"Jewell,  there  wns  a  man  in  Iowa  told 
me  last  winter  that  pouring  boiling 
water  on  onion  would  sprout  it  in  one 
minute.     Suppose  you  try  it," 

"Very  well,"  said  he;  and  taking  the 
boiling  tea  kettle  from  the  stove  he 
poured  some  of  the  water  on  the  seed 
which  he  had  in  a  saucer. 

Ijooking  closely  at  it  for  a  moment 
he  exclaimed:  "My  conscience!  You 
have  told  me  rightly.  Only  look  there !" 
I  looked  and  beheld  the  little  sprouts 
about  as  large  as  horse  hairs  sprouting 
out  of  the  open  ends  of  the  seeds.  He 
did  not  retain  the  water  on  the  seed 
above  three  seconds,  and  in  less  than 
one-half  minute  after  it  was  poured  off 
the  sprouts  were  projecting  from  the 
seed. 

My  Iowa  friend  assured  me  that  this 
process  would  advance  the  growth  of 
the  onions  from  two  to  three  weeks 
beyond  the  ordinary  method  of  plant- 
ing without  sprouting.  Try  this  meth- 
od, gardners  and  farmers. — Dollar 
Weekly.

Canaries  may  be  taught  to  sing  entire 
tunes  by  means  of  a  fiagolet  or  bird  or- 
gan, m  the  following  manner: 

In  ten  or  twelve  day8,when  he  begins 
to  feed  himself,  or  sooner  if  he  begins 
to  sing,  let  the  cage  be  covered  with  a 
thin  lineu  cloth  eight  days,then  take  the 
instrument  and  play  one  tune  five  or  six 
times  a  day  for  fifleen  day8,then  remove 
the  linen  cloth  and  substitute  a  green 
or  red  one  of  thick  material.  He  must 
remain  covered  up  in  this  way  until  be 
is  perfect  in  the  air  you  wish  him  to 
learn.  During  this  time  it  is  best  to 
put  in  his  feed  at  night,  that  his  atten- 
tion may  not  be  di  vided.  The  organ 
should  be  sweet  toned,a8  they  copy  with 
exactness.  Some  learn  in  two,  and  oth- 
ers in  six  months.  This  makes  a  bird  a 
great  favorite,  and,  of  course,   valuable. 

The  flesh  of  fowls  is  much  more  ten- 
der if  kept  a  couple  of  days  after  kill- 
ing, before  it  is  cooked.  The  fowl 
should  be  kept  fasting  twelve  or  fifteen 
hours  before  it  is  killed. 


RalBlns  Cayenne  Pepper. 

I  send  you  a  few  pods  of  Cayenne 
pepper  in  this  sheet.  I  had  supposed 
they  could  not  be  raised  in  this  country. 
From  one  plant  last  summer  I  had 
(tcelve  hundred  and  $ixty- three  podn, 
mostly  ripe.  Many  people  called  to  see 
it,  and  all  pronounced  it  the  handsomest 
ornamental  plant  they  had  ever  seen. 
Three  hundred  and  forty-two  was  the 
most  I  had  ever  raised  from  one  plant 
before.  This  kind,  and  this  only,  is 
what  I  raise  for  my  family  use,  and  I 
have  raised  but  one  plant  in  a  season . 
They  must  be  kept  clear  of  frost  at  all 
times  until  you  are  done  with  them  the 
second  year.  My  women  take  care  of 
them  the  first  season. 

The  way  we  manage  them  *has  been 
to  take  a  crock  that  ie  widest  at  the 
top,  fill  it  with  rich  earth,  put  the  seeds 
about  an  inch  deep;  as  we  generally 
sow  them  in  March,  they  have  to  be 
kept  where  it  is  moderately  warm. 
When  they  come  up  and  get  to  grow- 
ing, pull  up  all  but  one  plant,  then 
manage  them  as  yon  would  other  bouse 
plants  until  the  next  spring,  when  the 
ground  becomes  warm  enough  to  set 
them  out  in  the  garden.  Spade  deep, 
and  mix  in  plenty  of  hog  and  hen  ma- 
nure. On  the  north  and  west  sides  I 
drive  stakes,  and  put  up  boards  to  keep 
cold  winds  off.  Tend  well,  and  if  you 
have  good  luck,  by  midsummer  you  will 
begin  to  have  a  handsome  plant. —  Cor. 
Ohio  Farmer.

A   Correspondence   About  PenkulveM. 

A  series  of  letters   which   passed  be- 
twoen    Mr.    \V.  K.  Chandler,    assistant 
Hecietary  of  tlie  treasury,   and  some  of 
the  foiiialc  clerks  in  his  do|)artinont,  on 
the  subject  of  penknives,  has  been  made 
piibhc.     The  ladies  open  the  correspon- 
<lence  with    the  iuf[uiry    whether,  con- 
sidering the  sinalliioss  of  their  salaries, 
tliey  ought   to    be   obliged    to   furnish 
their   own  knives,   and    whether    Uncle 
•"Samuel  would  not  mnko   an   exception 
in  their  favor.     The    letter,   of  course, 
hr.a  a  postscript,  to  say  that  the  treasur- 
er did  not  forbid   its  being  sent.     Mr. 
(Jlmndlcr   referred   the    communication 
to  the  clerk  in  charge  of  the  stationery, 
vi\\\\  a  request  to  estimate  the   cost   of 
«>iipi»lying  each  lady  in  the  department 
uith   a  penknife.     This   gentleman   re^ 
ported  that   to    supply  the   1,655  male 
ch'rks  with  knives  at  52  each,  the  404 
ffnialc    clerks    at   $1.25,   and  the  119 
Mjessengcrs  and  laborers  at  Sl.oO  each, 
would  cost  93^868,    to  say   nothing   of 
the  few    more  expensive   knives   which 
according  to  custom  should  bo  provided 
for  the  higher  oflicials.     This  document 
was  transmitted  to  the  lady  petitioners, 
who  promptly  withdrew   their  request. 
With  the  remark  that  they  had  no  wish 
to    involve   the    government    in    such 
enormous  expenditure,  and  sarcastically 
observing  that   they  are    "glad    to   per- 
ceive  that  penknives    for   lady   elorks 
correspond  with  their  salaries — even  the 
Liborers  require  higher-priced  ones." 


The  Postal  Bin. 

Mr.  Allay's  postal  bill,  as  it  pas.sed 
the  house,  p.fter  a  lengthy  debate, 
provides  for  forwa-rding  of  letters  from 
one  postollice  to  another  at  the  request 
of  the  party  acUlroased  v  allows  all  letters 
to  be  relumed  bo  writers  free  when  not 
taken  out,  n'^d  the  writer's  address  is 
\\\  on  the  envelope ;  allows  tho  post- 
u»aster-general  to  publish  iheKsl  of  un- 
called tor  letters  on  bis  own  terms;  al- 
lows the  issuing  of  money  orders  under 
twenty  dollars  for  ten  cents;  over  twen- 
ty dollars, twenty  five  cents;  over  forty 
and  not  over  fifty,  thirty  cents;  makes 
nn  order  good  for  one  year  on  any 
postmaster  or  deputy,  and  in  case  of 
lo«8  no  chiirge  to  be  made  for  duplicate, 
to  be  substantiated  by  oath;  directs  all 
railroads  to  carry  any  printed  matter 
the  postmaster-general  shall  direct; 
makes  it  felony  for  any  person  to  injure 
or  destroy  any  letters  or  letter  boxes; 
allows  the  postmaster-general  to  intro- 
duce atiy  new  kind  of  stamps,  and  to 
raise  any  salary  of  third,  fourth,  or  fifth 
elass  post-offices  when  their  receipts  run 
over  ten  per  cent  of  the  nmount  on 
which  their  salary  is  based.

The  action  of  sea  water  upon  cnst- 
iron  is  curious,  converting  it  at  length 
into  a  gray  porous  mass,  that  grows 
rapidly  hot  upon  exposure  to  the  air. 
In  1740  some  iron  guns  that  went  down 
with  the  Spanish  Armada  near  Mull,  in 
Scotland,  were  fished  up.  On  scraping 
them  they  soon  became  so  hot  that  they 
could  not  be  touched.  In  all  probabil- 
ity this  gray  porous  mass  was  simply 
the  carbon  of  cast  iron,  the  metal  hav- 
ing been  converted  into  chloride  of  iron 
by  the  sea  water  and  so  removed,  since 
these  very  guns,  to  which  Di.  Perry  re- 
fers, were  then  fished  up,  so  light  that, 
although  32-poundcrs,  one  man  could 
easily  lift  them. 

The  frozen  w«ll  of  Brandon,  Vt ,  has 
existed  seven  winters  and  six  summers- 
Its  depth  is  fourteen  feet.  The  water 
is  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  feet  in 
depth.  A  coat  of  ice  is  formed  on  the 
walls  of  the  whole  depth  of  water. 
The  ice  becomes  so  thick  in  winter  as 
to  render  it  difficult  to  dip  up  water 
with  a  common  bucket.  The  surface  of 
the  water  also  freezes  over  every  night 
during  tho  winter.  Ice  has  thus  form- 
ed four  inches  in  thickness  in  one  night, 
the  present  winter.  The  owner  is  ob- 
liged to  descend  into  the  well,  and  cut 
opeu  the  ice,  every  morning  in  winter 
in  order  to  draw  water.  As  spring  ad- 
vances the  surface  of  the  watar  ceases 
to  freeze,  but  the  ice  remains  on  the 
wall*  around  the  water,  diminishing  in 
quantity  as  summer  advances,  but  does 
not  entirely  disappear;  some  remaining 
until  next  winter's  freezing  comraences. 
The  well  yields  an  abundant  supply  of 
water.

Not  being  new,  this 
much  more  can  be  said  that  it  presents 
no  new  alarming  points.  In  fact,  the 
only  new  typo  of  tho  disease  is  the 
newspaper  type,  about  the  worst  it  has 
had  in  the  century.

IVlicn  to  Kevlve  the  Democratic  Party. 

Hon.  John  Sherman,  of  Ohio,  in  a 
speech  made  at  Bridgeport,  Conn., 
touching  on  the  question  of  the  revival 
of  the  deraocrntic  party,  told  tlie  follow- 
ing story,  describing  the  simple  logic 
of  Gov.  Tod,  of  Ohio,  an  old  democrat, 
concerning  the  vitalizing  of  the  dem- 
ocracy : 

A  modom  democrat  came  to  a  dis- 
tinguished democrat  of  the  state  of  Ohio 
(Gov.  Tod,)  last  fall,  after  the  war  had 
ended,  and  said:  "Now,  my  friend,  you 
supported  Lincoln  all  through  the  war; 
now  the  war  is  over;  you  have  had 
every  thing  your  own  way;  and  now 
suppose  we  start  agaiu  the  old  democrat- 
ic party!"  "Well,"  said  the  old  Ohio 
democrat,  "I  don't  know  but  that  would 
be  a  good  thing;  I  like  the  democratic 
party;  1  was  raised  in  it,  and  I  stuck 
to  it  until  it  deserted  the  country  and 
went  over  to  the  rebels.  I  don't  know 
but  it  would  bo  a  good  thing  to  revive 
and  purify  the  old  party;  but  I  would 
not  do  it  just  yet."  "Ah,"  said  his 
friend,  *'when  would  you  do  it  then!" 
"My  friend,"  said  the  Ohio  democrat, 
'•when  the  union  parly  shall  have  dis- 
charged in  full  all  the  obligations  it  has 
assumed  during  this  war;  when  it  shall 
have  paid  every  dollar  for  the  national 
debt  incurred  during  the  war;  when  it 
nhdll  have  punished  all  the  rebels;  when, 
in  short,  it  shall  have  accompli.shcd  all 
that  it  has  promised  to  do,  tJien  I  am 
willing  that  the  old  democratic  party 
should  be  revived.  I  am  not  willing  to 
trust  the  democratic  party  to  perform 
obligations  that  they  opposed  in  their 
contracting.  I  prefer  to  see  it  don© 
myself — to  pay  my  own  debts  myself." 

Tbe  Press  and  tbe  President. 

With  few  exceptions — so  few  as  to 
be  relatively  insignificant — the  press  of 
the  country    has  sided  with  congress  in 
the  issue  raised  by  the  president.     The 
local  electiotis   have  even  exhibited  ac- 
cessions  to   the  republican  rankh,   and 
the  resolutions  of   the  state  republican 
convention    at    Harrisburg,   last    week, 
may  convince   the   president,   if  he  is 
open  to  conviction,  that  Pennsylvania  at 
home,  whatever  may  be  said  of  her  at 
the  capital,  is  game  that  he  cannot  af- 
ford to  despise.     True,    his  great   de- 
fection   was    not   alluded    to — he    was 
Bimply  entreated  to  stand  firmly  by  the 
foyal  masses  who  put  him  into  oflBce; 
but  a    resolution   expressing    hope   and 
confidence    that   he    would  do  so   was 
voted    down,   the   moral    obligation  to 
protect   the  frcodmen  aflSrmed,  and  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Cowan  called  upon  to  resign 
the  scat  in  the  senate  which  he  had  so 
unfaithfully  filled.     There  could  scarce- 
ly bo  a  stronger  statement  of  the  posi- 
tion  of  congress  than   this:    **that  the 
most  imperative  duty  of  the  present  is 
to  gather    tbe  legitimate    fruits   of  the 
war/'    and,    •'that    fnilure    in     these 
great    duties   would   be    scarcely   less 
criminal  than  would  have  been  acquies- 
cence in  secession.'*     Gen.  Geary,   we 
believe,  ia  well  qualified  to  be  the  nom- 
inee of  such  platform.—  The  Nation.

struck,  and  had  only  time  to  cry — "The 
Rock !  The  Rock  V  The  lon»  time 
which  I  mean  to  tell,  was  a  wild  night 
in  March,  during  which,  iu  a  fisher- 
man's hut  ashore,  sat  a  young  girl  at 
her  spinningwheel  and  looked  out  on 
the  dark,  driving  clouds,  and  listCDod, 
trembling  to  the  wind  and  sea. 

The  morning  light  dawned  at  last. 
One  boat  that  should  have  beon  riding 
on  the  waves  was  missing — her  father's 
boat!  and  a  half  a  mile  from  his  cottage 
her  father's  body  was  washed  up  on  the 
shore. 

This  happened  fifty  years  ago,  and 
fiftf  years  is  a  long  time  in  the  life  of  a 
human  being ;  fifty  years  is  a  long  time 
to  go  on  in  such  a  course  as  the  w.oman 
did  of  whom  I  am  speaking.  She 
watched  her  father's  body,  according  to 
the  custom  of  her  people,  till  he  was 
laid  in  the  grave.  Then  she  lay  down 
on  her  bed  and  slept,  and  by  night  got 
up  and  set  a  candle  in  her  casement,  as 
a  beacon  to  the  fisherman  and  a  guide. 
She  sat  by  tbe  caudle  all  night,  and 
trimmed  it,  and  spun;  then  when  day 
dawned  she  went  lo  bed  and  slept  in 
the  sunshine. 

So  many  hanks  as  she  had  spun  be- 
fore for  her  daily  bread,  she  spun  still, 
and  one  over,to  buy  her  nightly  candle; 
and  from  that  time  to  this,  for  fifty 
years,  through  youth,  maturity,  nod  oM 
age,  she  has  turned  night  into  day,and 
in  the  snow  storms  of  winter,  through 
driving  mist,  deceptive  moonlight,  and 
solemn  darkness,  that  northern  harbor 
has  never  once  been  without  the  light 
of  her  caudle. 

How  many  lives  she  saved  by  this 
candlo,or  how  many  a  meal  »ho  Lad  won 
by  it  for  the  starving  families  ol  the 
boatmen,  it  is  impossible  to  say;  how 
many  a  dark  night  the  fishermen,  do 
pending  on  it,  went  fearlessly  forth,  can 
not  be  told.  There  it  stood,  regular  as 
a  lighthouse,  steady  ns  constant  care 
could  make  it.  Always  brighter  when 
daylight  waned,they  had  to  keep  it  con- 
stantly in  view  and  they  were  safe; 
there  was  but  one  thing  that  could  in- 
tercept it,  and  that  was  the  rock. 

However  far  they  might  have  stretch- 
ed out  to  sea,  they  had  only  to  bear 
down  straight  for  that  lighted  window, 
and  they  were  sure  of  a  safe  entrance 
into  the  harbor. 

Fifty  years  of  life  and  labor — fifty 
years  of  sleeping  in  the  sunshine — fifty 
years  ot  watching  and  self  denial,and  all 
to  feed  the  fiame  and  trim  the  wick  of 
that  one  candle  I  But  if  we  look  upon 
the  recorded  lives  of  great  men  and 
just  men  and  wise  men  few  of  them 
can  show  fifty  years  of  worth ier,certain- 
ly  not  more  successful  labor.  Little,in- 
deed,  of  the  "midnight  oil"  consumed 
during  the  last  century  so  worthily  de- 
served the  trimming.  Happy  woman  — 
and  but  for  the  dreaded  rock  her  charity 
might  never  have  been  called  into  ex- 
ercise 1 

But  what  do  the  boatmen  and  the 
boatmen's  wives  think  ot  this!  Do  they 
pay  the  woman  ? 

No,  they  are  very  poor ;  but  poor  or 
rich  they  know  better  than  that. 
Do  they  thank  her } 
No.  Perhaps  they  feel  that  thanks 
of  theirs  would  be  inadequate  to  express 
their  obligations,  or,  perhaps,loog  years 
have  made  the  lighted  casement  so  famil- 
iar, that  they  look  upon  it  as  a  matter 
of  course. 

Sometimes  the  fishermen  lay  a  fish  on 
her  threshold,  and  set  a  child  to  watch 
it  for  her  till  she  wakes;  sometimes  their 
wives  steal  into  her  cottage,  now  she  is 
getting  old,  and  spin  a  hank  or  two  of 
thread  for  her  while  she  slumbers;  and 
they  teach  their  children  to  pass  her  hut 
quietly ,and  not  to  sing  and  shout  before 
her  door,  least  they  should  disturb  her. 
That  is  all.  Their  thanks  are  not  look- 
ed for — scarcely  supposed  to  be  due. 
Their  grateful  deeds  are  more  than  she 
expects,  and  as  much  as  she  desires. 

How  often  in  the  far  distance  of  my 
English  home,  I  have  awoke  in  a  cold 
winter  night,  and  while  the  wind  and 
storm  were  rising,  have  thought  of  that 
northern  bay,with  the  waves  dashing  a- 
gainst  the  rock,and  have  pictured  to  my- 
self tbe  cascmcnt,and  the  candle  nursed 
by  that  bending,  aged  figure.  How 
delightful  to  know  that  through  her  un- 
tiring charity  the  rock  has  long  lost 
more  than  half  its  terrors,  and  to  con- 
sider that,  curse  though  it  may  be  to  all 
besides,  it  has  most  surely  proved  a  bles- 
sing to  hei. 

You,  too,  may  perhaps  think  with 
advantage  on  the  character  of  this  wo 
roan,  and  contrast  it  with  the  mission  of 
the  rock.  There  are  many  degrees  be- 
tween them.  Few,  like  the  rock,  stand 
up  wholly  to  work  ruin  and  destruction; 
few,  like  the  woman,  *iet  their  light 
shine"  so  bright  for  good.  But  to  one 
of  the  many  degrees  between  them  we 
roust  all  most  certainly  belong—  we  all 
lean  toward  the  woman  or  the  rook.

From  Tbe  Saturday  Review. 
Foar  nilllon  Vermons  a  Year. 

Statistical  statements  have  sometimes 
a  wonderful  power  over  our  imagina- 
tions. They  give  distinct  forms  of 
truths  which  are  slumbering  distinctly 
in  our  consciousness.  We  are  startled 
when  we  are  told  that  the  Ganges  bears 
down  hourly  a  mass  of  deposit  equal  to 
so  many  Egyptian  pyramids,  or  that  a 
penny  put  out  to  compound  interest  in 
the  time  of  Adam  would  now  be  worth 
many  hundred  globes  of  solid  gold,  each 
equal  in  size  to  the  earth.  But  there 
are  cases  where  the  mere  enunciation 
of  bare  figures  is  more  surprising  than 
these  ornate  and  sophisticated  state- 
ments. We  should  shudder  at  the  bare 
assertion,  if  we  believe  it  to  be  well 
founded,  that  twenty  thousand  barrels 
of  measly  pork  were  weekly  consumed 
in  London,  or  that  ten  men  of  other* 
wise  sound  understanding  believed  in 
Dr.  Cumming's  iuterpretations  of  the 
prophecies. 

We  have  been  startled  in  the  same 
way  by  the  calculation  that  four  mil- 
lion sermons  are  delivered  annually  in 
England.  It  reveals  to  us  tbe  vista  of 
human  misery  of  which  we  had  previ- 
ously a  faint  conception.  Wo  had 
known  vaguely  that  this  account  was 
something;  lamentable ;  but,  like  a 
spendthrift  who  has  never  ventured  to 
look  his  debts  in  the  face,  we  had  no 
distinct  conception  of  the  awful  truth. 
It  must,  indeed,  be  that  all  such  statis- 
tical formulas  involve  a  certam  unfair- 
neos.  They  depend  upon  a  very  sim- 
ple artifice,. which  is  not  always  detect- 
ed. Thus,  a  member  of  the  peace  so- 
ciety will  tell  us  that  England  has  spent 
a  hundred  millions  upon  warlike  prep- 
arations within  the  last  few  years.  He 
will  proceed  to  reckon  up  the  number  of 
schools  that  might  have  been  founded, 
and  the  amount  of  good  that  might  have 
been  done,  if  the  same  sum  had  been 
spent  upon  philanthrophical  subjects. 
He  relies  upon  our  tacitly  making  the 
comparison  between  our  income  for  one 
year  and  the  enormous  sum  arrived  at 
by  taking  the  expenditure  of  several 
years.  He  omits  at  any  rate  l«  state 
explicitly  that,  after  all,  it  is  only  a 
small  fraction  of  the  amount  which  has 
been  received  during  the  same  period. 

And  thus  when  we  hear  of  four  mil- 
lion sermons,  the  mind  reels  under  the 
thought ;  it  forgets  that  even  this  vast 
stream  of  pulpit  eloquence  is  a  mere  riv- 
ulet in  comparison  with  the  vast  floods 
of  vapid  eloquence  which  are  poured 
upon  us  from  all  quarters.  A  commis- 
sion lately  decided  that,  vast  as  was  the 
injury  done  by  human  jaws  to  the  an- 
nual shoals  of  herrings,  it  was  a  trifle 
in  comparison  with  the  consumption  of 
soa^fowl,  porpoises,  seals,  and  dogfish . 
And  even  the  yearly  mass  of  sermons  is 
a  molehill  in  comparison  with  tbe  vast 
mountains  of  rubbish  discharged  from 
other  quarters.  The  twaddle  which  is 
talked  in  private  life,  spouted  in  popu- 
lar addresses,  and  printed  in  cheap  pub- 
lications is  perhaps  sufficient  to  reduce 
even  t^e  yearly  aecumukition  of  ser- 
mons to  insignificance.  We  cannot,  in* 
deed,  have  accurate  statistics  upon  this 
matter,  but  we  fear  that  the  weekly 
half-hour  during  which  we  are  preach- 
ed upon  is  only  a  fraction  of  the  time 
which  most  men  devote  to  laying  in 
stores  of  feeble  platitude. 

Whatever  consolation   may  be  deriv- 
ed from  such   reflections  as  these,  it  is 
undeniable  that  the   fact  is  sufficiently 
lamentable.     Four  million  sermons  rep- 
resent, under  any  circumstances,  a  con- 
siderable  aggregate    of  discomfort.     If 
we  deduct  a  liberal  per  ccntage  for  ser- 
mons   which    really   express  a   certain 
quantity  of  thought,  and  produce  a  cer- 
tain effect   upon    the   understanding  of 
the  audience — and  one  in  a  hundred  is 
certainly  very  ample  allowance  for  such 
performances — there    will    still  remain 
3,960,000  aggregations  of  meaningless 
phrases.     In    outward    form,  they  will 
be  the  expression  of  ideas;  they  will  be 
more  or    less    grammatical ;  and    the 
language  in  which  they  are  worded  will 
approximate   more   or    less   loosely  to 
English .     But  it  is  sad  to  think  of  the 
torture    by    which    they     have    been 
produced,   and  to   which   they   subject 
their  hearers.     A  Sheffield  knife-grind- 
er has  to  put  himself  into  very  uncom- 
fortable attitudes,  but  then  be  turns  out 
something  that  will  shave.     Tupperian 
poetry  is  very  poor  stuff,  but  it  can  be 
manufactured   by  the   ream.     The  un- 
fortunate   sermon      maker,     however, 
cramps  his  intellect  and  racks  his  brain 
in  order  to  produce  something  which  is, 
if  possible,  a  great  nuisance  to  the  hear- 
er than  to  the  speaker.     A  little  of  the 
compassion  which  is  lavished  upon  the 
workmen  in    unhealthy    trades    might 
very  well   be   reserved  for   the  sermon 
market.     A  wretched    young  roan  who 
has  just  escaped  the  torments  of  a  pass- 
examination    has   an    almost   insolable 
problem   set   before    him.     He  has  to 
squeeze   out  of  a   brain,  not  naturally 
very  full,  fresh  thou<>hts  upon  the  old- 
est of  all  topics:  he  is  bound    to  follow 
a  track  which    thousands  of  men  have 
made  before  him,   without  ever  falling 
exactly  into  the  same  ruts.     He  has  be- 
fore his  eyes  at   once  the  fear  of  being 
too  original,  and  dropping  too  servilely 
into  the  footsteps  of  a  predecessor.     To 
put  together   new  arguments  against  a 
heresy,  or   new  reasons  for  loving  our 
neighbor,  would  tax  the  most  powerful 
invention.     It   is  not   wonderful    that 
ninety-nine  curates  out  of  a    hundred 
groan  hopeless  over  their   task,  and  la- 
boriously fill  up  the  interstices  between 
appropriate  texts  with  tbe  set  of  conven- 
tional  phrases   which    approach    roost 
nearly  to  conveying  some  sort  of  mean- 
ing. 

We  can  at  any  rate  pity,  if  we  cannot 
altogether  excuse,  those  unambitious 
men    who   buy    for   a   shilling  a  lilbo- 


not  greater  claims  upon  our  compas- 
sions. It  is  torture  to  strain  from  re- 
luctant brains  fifty^two  or  a  hundred 
and  four  sermons  a  year,  but  it  is  not 
much  less  torture  to  hear  them.  The 
recipient  of  this  variety  of  eloquence 
generally  oscillates  between  two  mental 
conditions;  he  is  either  carrying  on  a 
gallant  struggle  against  a  tendency  to 
sleep,oi  he  is  tormented  by  a  fidgety  de- 
sire to  argue  the  other  side  of  the  ques- 
tion. Now,  if  we  assume  that  an  aver- 
age of  a  hundred  people  listen  for  an 
average  of  half  an  hour  to  each  of  the 
3,960,000  discourses  through  one  year, 
it  is  easy  to  discover  how  many  years  of 
misery  are  passed  in  the  aggregate  by 
the  congregation  of  the  kingdom. 


Tbe  Bartb  as  Seen  from  tbe  moon. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  moon  perceive 
in  their  sky  a  gigantic  star,  constantly 
immovable  at  the  same  height.  To  their 
eyes  this  globe  is  twelve  times  as  large 
as  tbe  sun,  but  it  differs  from  all  the 
stars  in  being  always  suspended  in  the 
same  place  over  their  beads.  It  pre- 
sents phases  to  them  as  the  moon  does 
to  us,  passing  through  nil  the  gradua- 
tion of  new  and  full  earth.  This  star, 
as  we  have  just  said,  is  tbe  earth  we  in- 
habit. 

Those  who  dwell  in  the  centre  of  the 
lunar  disk  behold  our  globe  suspended 
from  their  zenith,  hovering  eternally  iu 
ihe  midst  of  the  starry  skies.  Others 
see  it  at  70  degrees  of  elevation,  others 
at  45  degrees,  as  they  inhabit  bpots 
more  or  less  removed  from  the  center  of 
the  visible  hemisphere.  Those  who  live 
near  the  border  of  this  hemisphere  see 
our  globe  on  their  hwizon  resting  on  the 
mountains.  A  little  further  on  only 
half  the  earth  is  discernible,  and  in 
passing  to  another  hemisphere  the  view 
vanishes  forever. 

if  we  except  the  determination  of 
longitudes,  the  earth  is  more  beautiful 
and  useful  to  the  moon  than  the  moon 
is  to  the  earth  ;  and  if  the  Selcnite8,or 
inhabitants  of  the  moon,  rolling  under- 
neath us,iuterpret  the  law  of  final  causes 
with  as  much  partiality  as  we  do,  they 
will  have  a  right  apparently  superior  to 
our  own  for  regarding  creation,thc  earth 
included,as  especially  made  for  Selenian 


race. 


light  the  Selenites  receive  from  the 
earth,  the  light  which  we  call  "ashy," 
and  which  we  only  perceive  in  the 
moon's  early  days,  varies  cootiDUally  in 
intensity. 

This  mobility,  this  perpetual  variation 
iu  the  aspect  of  the  earth,  will  have  made 
the  Syenites  believe  that  tbe  earth  is 
uninhabited.  But  on  what  grounds 
would  tbej  form  their  opinions  unfavor- 
able to  its  habitability!  They  live  on 
a  solid  and  stable  sphere,  and  can  see 
nothing  like  it  on  earth.  Can  any  ra- 
tional creature  live  upon  that  permanent 
atmosphere  layer  which  covers  all  the 
earth?  A  Selenite  who  fell  into  it 
would  be  drowned.  Can  it  be  on  that 
sheet  of  green  that  washes  the  greater 
ponion  of  the  earth?  Can  it  be  on 
those  clouds  that  appear  and  disappear 
a  hundred  times  a  day?  And  then  the 
earth  turns  with  such  velocity,  it  is 
subject  to  so  much  elemental  instability? 
Moreover,  can  we  believe  that  its  inhab- 
itants are  people  without  weight,  pre- 
serving, no  one  knows  how,  a  mean  po- 
sition between  the  fixed  and  mobile  ele- 
ments! How  can  such  existence  be 
believed  ? 

A  Continent  Covered  TTItb  Ice. 

Prof.Agassiz  comes  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  continent  of  North  America 
was  once  covered  with  ice  a  mile  in 
thickness,  thereby  agreeing  with  Prof. 
Hitchcock  and  other  eminent  geological 
writers  concerning  the  glacial  period. 
In  proof  of  this  conclusion,  he  says  that 
the  slopes  of  the  Alleghany  range  of 
mountains  are  glacier-worn  to  the  very 
top,  except  a  few  points  which  were 
above  tbe  level  of  the  ice  mass.  Mount 
Washington,  for  instance,  is  over  six 
thousand  feet  high,  and  the  rough,  un~ 
polished  surface  of  its  summit,  covered 
with  loose  fragments,  just  below  tbe 
level  on  which  glacier  marks  come  to  an 
end,  tells  that  it  lifted  its  head  alone 
above  the  desolate  waste  of  ice  and  snow. 
In  this,  then,  the  thickness  of  the  ice 
cannot  have  been  much  less  than  six 
thousand  feet,  and  this  is  in  keeping 
with  the  same  kinds  of  evidence  in  oth- 
er parts  of  the  country,  for,  when  the 
mountains  are  much  below  six  thousand 
feet,  the  ice  seems  to  have  passed  di- 
rectly over  them,  while  the  few  peaks 
rising  to  that  height  are  left  untouched. 
The  glacier,  he  argues,  was  God's  great 
plough,  aud,  when  the  ice  vanished 
from  the  face  of  the  land,  it  left  it  pre- 
pared for  the  hand -of  the  husbandman. 
The  hard  surface  of  the  rocks  was 
ground  to  powder,  the  elements  of  the 
soil  were  mingled  iu  fair  proportions, 
granit  was  carried  into  lime  regions,lirae 
was  mingled  with  the  more  arid  and  un- 
productive granite  districts,and  a  soil  was 
prepared  for  the  agricultural  uses  of 
men.  There  ara  evidences  all  over  the 
)>oIar  regions  to  show  that  at  one  period 
the  heat  of  tbe  tropics  extended  all 
over  the  globe.  The  ice  period  is  sup- 
posed to  be  long  subsequent  to  this,  and 

next  to  the  last  before   the    adveut    of 
man.

The  earth  is  a  gigantic  globe,^ending 
them  thirteen  time's  more  light  than  the 
full  moon  transmits  to  us.  It  revolves 
on  its  axis  in  twenty-four  hours,  and 
during  this  period  exhibits  all  portions 
of  its  surface,  being  thus  more  gener- 
ous thau  the  moon,  which  always  con- 
ceals one  hemisphcro  from  our  view. 
In  consequence  of  this  motion,  the  Sel- 
enite finds  himself  in  an  observatory 
mt.gnificently  situated  for  viewing  the 
terrestiul  disk,  and  his  position  is  pref- 
erable to  that  of  the  inhabitants  of  the

Few  are  aware   how  thoroughly  the 
eye  and  palate  are  in  sympathy,  and  in 
how   great  a  measure   the   appetite  is 
modified  by  the  appearance  of  our  food. 
The  confectioners  are  aware  4)f  this,  and 
present  their  wares  in  tempting colors,and 
each  of  us  can  recollect  seeing  an  other- 
wise good  meal  spoiled  by  being  thrown 
upon  the  dishes  and  set   upon    a  soiled 
table-cloth.     All  will  admit  that  neat- 
ness and  order  are  essential  in  the  ar- 
rangement of  a  table.    These  are  with- 
in the  reach  of  even  tbe  poorest.  Beyond 
these  there  is  decoration,  ornamentation 
of  cur  tables,   for  the  sole  purpose  of 
pleasing  the  eye,  r.nd  this  is  sometimes 
carried   to   a  great  extent.     We   were 
once  several  days  a  guest  at  a  house 
where  the  ornsmentation  was  painfully, 
elaborate,  where  each  day  the  butter 
was  carved  (not  stamped)  in  some  new 
form,  and   a  pie  was   a   work  of  art 
which  it  seemed  a  pity  to  destroy.  Here 
tbe  thing  was  overdone  and  oppressive, 
and  our  readers  can  make  better  use  of 
their  time  than  to  devote  it  to  anything 
elaborate.     Still,    we   believe   those  of 
moderate   means  and   in   the  humbler 
spheres  may,  with  propriety,  give  more 
attention    to   the    appearance   of  their 
tables,  and  the  looks  of  the  food  upon 
them,  the  first  great  requisite,  neatness, 
being  complied  with.    There  is  no  table 
in  the  land,    from   the  richest   to   the 
poorest,  but   what  would  be  more  at- 
tractive for  a  bunch  of  flowers.     These 
are  decorations  that  are  always  in  place, 
and  may   be   set   in    vases  of  silver  or 
crystal  on  the  board  of  the  millionaire, 
or  occupy  a  cracked  tumbler  by  the  side 
of  Pats   pork   and  potatoes.     Besides 
flowers,  green  upon  the  table  is  always 
pleasing.     In  the  spring,  half  the  relish 
of  cresses   and  salads  is    due  to  their 
fresh  look,   and  the  fact  that  they  re- 
mind us  that  winter  has  gone,   and  the 
season   of  growth    has   come.     Every 
garden  should  have  its  patch   of  curled 
parsley,  which  will   be  found  useful  in 
ornamenting  many  dishes,  its  fine,  rich 
green   giving  an  attrnctive  appearance. 
Just  notice  the  difference  of  a  supper- 
table,  where^  in  one  case  the  ragged  re- 
mains of  a  roast  or  boil  of  the  previous 
dinner  are  set  on,  and  where  the  same 
meat  is  nicely  sliced  and  regularly  Inid 
upon  a  dish,  and  surrounded  by  a  green 
border  of  parsley.     This  kind  of  ornas 
mentation  is  unpretending  and    always 
in  good  taste.     A  dish  of  spinach  may 
be  made  to  look  beautiful  by  having  tbe 
surface  nicely  smoothed,  and  then  sur- 
rounded   by  a  border    of  slices  of  cold 
boiled  eggs.  Those  who  wish  to  attempt 
something  elaborate,    can    use  carrots 
and  beets.     These   are  readily  cut  into 
stars,  crescents,  scrolls,  etc.,  by  bending 
up  a  strip  of  sheet  tin  into  the  desired 
shape,  and  using  it  as  a  cutter.      With 
these   materials  a   very   showy  border 
may  be  placed  around  a  platter.     Orna- 
mentation, however,   should  never  ex- 
ceed the  bounds  of  good  taste.

The  valley  of  San  Louis  is  a  famous 
park.  It  had  been  settled  by  tbe 
Spaniards  for  a  hundred  years  up  to 
1760,  when  they  were  compelled  to  fly 
southward  by  an  insurrection  among 
the  Indians,  whom  they  had  overtaken 
in  their  mining  operations..  Since  our 
government  obtained  possession  people 
have  again  flocked  in,  and  about  24,000 
white  inhabitants  now  reside  in  the  park. 
Oue^half  of  this  interesting  region  is  in 
Colorado.  This  great  pasture  was  once 
the  bed  of  an  inland  sea,  and  is  sur- 
rounded by  lofty  mountainsi.  Into  it 
flows  thirty-four  small  streams,  as  well 
as  tbe  Rio  Grande.  Nineteen  streams 
in  the  north  part  flow  into  a  lake  which 
apparently  has  no  outlet.  Abundance 
of  salt  is  found  on  its  borders.  The 
park  has  9,400  square  miles  of  level 
land — nearly  one-quarter  of  the  area  of 
Ohio.  It  is,  at  its  extreme  points,  200 
miles  long  jind  75  wide.  On  a  clear 
day  nearly  half  of  the  whole  park  can 
be  seen  from  one  of  the  surrounding 
elevations.  The  mountains  on  its  bor- 
ders rise  from  5,000  to  7,000  feet  above 
the  surface,  and  from  1 3,000  to  15,000 
above  the  sea.  The  northern  portion  is 
irrigated  in  the  spring  by  high  waters, 
and  during  the  summer  an  immense 
quantity  of  hay  can  be  cut.  It  is  said 
that  1,000  mowing  machines  kept  busy 
during  the  season  would  make  scarcely 
an  impression. 

Cbarred  'Wood  for  Fael. 

We  have  tested  the  value  of  cbarred 
wood  for  kindling  and  heating  purposes, 
and  find  it  to  more  than  exceed  our  ex'* 
pectations.  By  charring  wood  we  drive 
off  the  watery  portions  of  the  wood,  and 
this  is  replaced  by  large  portion  of  oxy- 
gen, thereby  increasing  its  value  as  a 
combustible.  We  made  use  of  elm  logs, 
too  tough  to  split:  Every  one  knows 
how  difficult  it  is  to  season  elm  wood  so 
as  to  be  fitted  for  fuel,  and  that  its  heat- 
ing power  is  very  small.  These  logs 
are  treated  the  same  as  for  making  coal, 
keeping  the  kiln  closed  so  as  (o  season 
the  wood  and  char  it  withoat  changing 
it  to  coal.  The  wood  is  changed  to  a 
tan  color,  and  the  toughest  logs  can 
afterwards  be  readily  split.  A  yery 
small  handful  of  splinters  with  a  hand« 
ful  of  shavings,  or  without  them  will  be 
sure  to  burn,  and  when  it  is  necessary 
to  obtain  a  powerful  beat  in  the  short- 
est possible  time,  we  know  nothing  like 
it,  but  the  best  thing  about  it  is  econ- 
omy. We  usually  kindle  four  fires  a 
day,  and  half  a  cord  of  such  wood  will 
last  through  the  winter  and  spring 
months  for  kindling  purposes.  It  is 
certainly  very  comfortable  on  a  cold 
morning  to  be  able  to  have  a  heated 
stove  in  two  or  three  minutes.  We 
shall  not  do  without  it  again  if  we  can 
help  it  so  long  as  we  are  obliged  to 
kindle  the  fires. — Maine  Farmer.

nally in  India.  Here  he  found  petroleum 
wells,  nnd  knowing  the  indications 
which  marked  petroleum  in  India  exist- 
ed also  in  Pennsylvania,  from  whence 
he  came  originally,  he  concluded  to 
venture  back  and  explore  the  region 
where  these  indications  most  prevailed;. 
60  he  came  to  Titusville,  Pa. 

Titusville  was  then  a  little  hamlet 
inhabited  by  a  few  hundred  people,  en- 
psged  in  Uiuibering.  One  firm— Brewer, 
Watson,  it  Co.— were  doing  an  exlon- 

Bive  saw-mill  business.     Near  their  work    ^^^^^^  ,„.„.._ ,    ., 

a  spring  of  water  came   out    of   a  hill,       ^^^^  resided  on  a  farm  in  Derry,  N. 


and    with    this    water    came  almost  an 
equal  quantity  of  this  vilfl-smelling  pro- 
duct—oil.    They  had  found  that,   for 
the  purpose  of  lubricating  their  raachin- 
-cry,  this  was  fully  as  good  as  whale  oil, 
and    had    constructed    a    little  tank   to 
gather  their  supply,  never  thinking  but 
that   its    useful noss    ended    there.     To 
them  Drake  applied,  and  in  short  order 
ha.l  a  pumping   well,   paying   the   firm 
twclvc-and-a  half  cents  a  gallon  for  the 
privilege  of  working  on    their    ground. 
He  worked  diligently,   nnd  others  sunk 
wells    in  tbe  neighborhood,  each   pro^ 
ducing  as  much  as  Drake's.     The  cons 
sequence  was  that  the  market  was  glut- 
ted,and  the  oil  was  selling  at  eight  cents 
a  gallon,  when  it  sold  at  all.      This  was 
n  losing  business  to  Drake,  and  he  con- 
cluded   that  he  cared    nothing  for  the 
trade.    The  more  he  pumped  the  poorer 
by   four-and-a-half  cents    a    gallon  he 
grew,  and  he  gave  it  up.      But   the  ar- 
ticle was  now  in  the  market  and  attract- 
ing attention  in  all  directions.     Knowl- 
edge  of  its  usefulness  was  abroad  and 
growing.

Our  cotemporary,  '1/ie  Union,  claims 
to  be  an  administration  paper.  It  cries 
Johnson  first,  Johnson  last,  and  John- 
son all  the  time.  This  is  very  well,  so 
far  as  it  goes.  Let  us  turn  back  a  leaf 
in  the  presideutiiil  record  and  see  if  it 
will  follow. 

Iu  its  last  issue,  under  the  head 
above  quoted,  it  says; 

"Tho  reckless,  defiant  attitude  of  the 
radical  disunion  element  in  congress  in 
passing  tho  'civil  rights  bill'  over  the 
president's  veto,  and  the  tone  of  the 
radical  press  all  over  the  north,  shows 
conclusively  that  the  dominant  faction 
■which  has  control  of  the  government, 
seems  determined  to  act  upon  the  prin- 
ciple that  minorities  have  no  rights 
which  the  majority  are  bound  to  respect. 
Well  may  an  exchange  exclaim:  'We 
are  in  the  midst  of  revolution.  We  are 
on  tho  brink  of  a  crisis.  Heaven  only 
knows  what  the  future  has  in  store  for 
us,  whether  peace  and  prosperity,  or  a 
reign  of  terror,  anarchy,  bloodshed,  and 
universal  ruin.'" 

Six  years  ago  Andrew  Johnson,  now 
president  of  the  United  States,  was  in 
the  senate.  Tho  homestead  bill  was 
then  being  agitated,  and,  like  the  bill 
above  referred  to,  finally  passed  both 
houses  by  over  a  two-thirds  vote.  On 
the  22d  day  of  June,  i860,  it  was  re- 
turned to  tho  senate  by  President  Buch- 
anan, with  his  reasons  for  not  signing  it. 
Whereupon  Mr.  Johnson  made  a  speech 
in  its  defense,  from  which  wo  quote  the 
following  extracts: 

"The  president  of  the  United  States 
presumes, — yes,  sir,  I  say  presumes, — 
to  dictate  to  tho  American  peopU  and 
to  the  two  houses  of  congress,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter,  of  the 
constitution,  that  this  measure  should 
not  become  a  law.  Why  do  I  say  this? 
I  ask  is  there  any  difference  in  the  spirit 
of  the  constitution  whether  a  measure 
is  sanctioned  by  a  two- thirds  vote  be- 
fore its  passage  or  afterwards  ?  When  a 
measure  has  been  vetoed  by  the  presi- 
dent, the  constitution  requires  that  it 
shall  be  reconsidered  and  passed  by  a 
two-thirds  vote,  in  order  to  become  a 
law. 

"But  here,  in  the  teeth  of  the  exe- 
cutive, there  was  a  two-thirds  vote  in 
favor  of  this  bill.  The  two  houses  have 
said  that  this  bill  is  constitutional  and 
right.  In  the  other  house,  reflecting 
the  popular  sentiment  of  the  nation,  the 
vote  was  one  hundred  and  twelve  to 
fifty^one,  ten  more  than  a  two-thirds 
majority,  which  tho  constitution  re- 
quires; and  when  there  is  a  two- thirds 


Senator  Wilson,  which  passed  both 
housesjwas  signed  by  President  Lincoln, 
and  has  consequently  been  a  law  over  a 
year.  It  never  received  very  great  at^ 
tontion  from  President  Johnson,  and 
some  of  tho  grossest  violations  of  it 
have  boon  made  with  his  sanction. 

The  Leader,  a  paper  published  by 
colored  men  in  Charleston,  has  the  fol- 
lowing under  the  head  of  wanted : 

''A  steamship  conq^any  which  will 
put  a  line  of  steamers  on  the  route  be- 
tween this  and  any  northern  city,  that 
will  give  colored  men  an  opportunity  to 
take  passage  and  be  treated  as  respect- 
able people  ought  to  be.  The  freight 
which  the  colored  people  have  to  give 
to  such  a  line  would  sooi*  pay.  If  there 
was  but  one  steamer  thoy  would  prefer 
to  wait  for  her  trips." 


People  who  are  in  the  habit  of  cir- 
culating subscription  papers  should  pro-* 
vide  themselves  with  stamps,  as  a  recent 
decision  ot  the  commissioner  states  that 
a  five  cent  revenue  stamp  must  be  af- 
fixed to  every  name,  unless  the  money 
is  paid  down .

Speaking  evil 
or  disrespectfully  of  your  teacher  in  the 
hearing  of  your  children,  or  to  those 
who  will  repeat  the  words  in  their  pres- 
enco,iuflicts  a  lasting  injury  upon  them . 
Get  the  best  teacher  possible,  and  up 
hold  him  or  her,  so  long  as  employed, 
for  the  children's  sake.  We  have 
known  a  school  deprived  of  all  efficiency 
by  a  thoughtless  word  about  the  teacher, 
dropped  by  a  parent  in  the  presence  of 
his  child,  and  repeated  by  his  child  to 
other  scholars. —  Clarices  School  Visitor.

But  perhaps  the  nse  which  is  made 
of  the  wide  right  hand  margin  famishes 
the  greatest  security  against  counter- 
feiting. On  this  margin  are  stamped 
or  written  various  words,  phrases,  ur 
sentences,  before  the  bill  is  cut  off  or 
trimmed  and  put  into  circulation.  When 
everything  is  ready,  these  stamped  or 
written  sentences  or  phrases  are  cut 
through  with  a  sharp  knife,  leaving  the 
right  hand  margin  of  the  bill  about  the 
width  as  the  left  hand,  though  it  pre- 
sents a  very  different  appearance.  Of 
course  the  edge  of  the  right  hand 
margin  of  the  bill  and  the  edge  of  the 
paper  which  was  cut  off  from  it  will  pre- 
cisely match  each  other;  but,  as  the 
sentences  have  been  cut  into  two  parts, 
part  of  the  words  and  stamps  will  be 
on  the  bill  and  part  on  the  slip  of  paper 
cut  off.  These  slips  are  all  carefully 
kept  in  a  book-form,  ready  for  reference, 
each  slip  containing  the  value,  date,  and 
private  marks  of  the  bill  corresponding 
to  it.  On  the  presentation  of  a  bill  for 
payment,  if  there  is  the  least  doubt  of 
its  genuiness,  reference  is  made  to  the 
corresponding  proof-slip,  and  the  banker 
or  bis  clerks  know  immediately  whether 
it  is  genuine  or  counterfeit.    A  success-

and  words,  the  blue  and  red  stamps, 
which  are  found  on  the  right  margin  of 
a  bank-bill,  and  whjch  have  been  cut 
through  on  a  line  paralled  with  the 
left-hand  margin,  it  is  almost  impos- 
.sible  to  make  so  exact,  precise,  and 
minute  as  to  fit  the  preserved  proof- 
slip. 

When  a  now  bank  is  opened,  custom 
demands  that  the  proprietors,  the  head 
directors  or  clerks  of  the  principal  neigh- 
boring banks,  and  the  ptincipal  money 
go-betweens  who  are  connected  with 
them,  bball  be  invited  to  a  feast  at  the 
expense  of  the  proprietors  of  the  new 
bank.  Generally,  after  this  feast,  these 
neighboring  bankers,  unless  they  have 
especial  reason  to  distrust  or  be  dissatis- 
fied with  the  new  banker,  are  willing  to 
recognize  tho  new  bank  and  use  its 
bilis,  according  to  custom.  The  bank 
go-betweens  also  consider  the  new  bank 
as  now  established,  and  do  business 
with  it  on  the  usual  terms,  as  with  old 
banks  in  good  and  regular  standing. 

The  bills   are  made   payable  on  de 


to  transmit  to  their  offspring  excellent 
characteristics  and  qualities  which  they 
never  possessed,  and  which  have  not 
been  common  to  their  progenitors. 

Excellent  wheat  may  be  raised  from 
shrunken  kernels  of  inferior  size,  by 
selecting  the  best  grains  for  seed  for 
several  successive  seasons.  Yet  the  im« 
provement  in  grain  the  first  season  will 
be  hardly  perceptible. 

Wheat,  as  well  as  Indian  corn,  will 
hybridize  when  different  varieties  are 
grown  in  close  proximity;  and,  though 
a  mongrel  grain  may  yield  as  many 
bushels  per  acre  as  a  pure  kind  of  seed, 
still  such  seed  will  not  be  so  good  for 
producing  another  crop  as  if  the  grain 
had  not  been  mixed.  For  this  reason, 
mixed  grain  should  be  rejected  for  seed, 
and  none  sowed  except  such  kinds  as 
have  been  grown  with  great  care  for 
several  successive  seasons.  That  farmer 
who  practices  selecting  his  seed-wheat 
from  year  to  year,  as  most  people  gather 
their  Indian  corn  which  is  designed  for 
seed  the  next  season,  will  always  raise 
more  bountiful  crops  of  better  grain 
than  he  could  produce  on  the  same  soil, 
with  cultivation  equally  as  good,  by 
using  seed  that  has  not  been  saved  with 
a  special  reference  to  a  future  crop. 
When  a  large  crop  of  wheat  is  all 
threshed  together,  the  grain  of  the  small, 
half- ripe  heads  is  by  no  means  suitable 
for  seed.  For  this  reason,  many  farm- 
ers meet  with  great  disappointment  in 
their  crops  of  spring  wheat.  They  sow- 
ed poor,  half-ripe,  shrunken  kernels, 
with  the  confident  expectation  that  the 
yield  of  new  grain  would  most  assuredly 
be  of  a  superior  quality. 

It  seed-wheat  is  only  of  a  common 
quality,  with  many  inferior  kernels 
among  the  grain,  before  seed-time,  the 
whole  of  it  should  be  run  through  a 
good  fanning-mill,  having  sieves  and 
screens  with  meshes  of  suitable  size  to 
separate  the  large  kernels  from  the  small 
ones,  as  the  latter  will  yield  quite  as 
good  flour,  although  such  grain  is  not 
so  good  for  seed.

Tbe  Cultare  of  ITElllet. 

There  are  probably  but  few  of  the 
culture  grains  that  possess  higher  claims 
upon  the  attention  of  farmers  engaged 
in  stock-raising  than  millet.  It  would 
be  extremely  difficult,  indeed,  to  assign 
a  satisfactory  reason  for  tbe  general  neg- 
lect it  has  experienced  at  the  hands  of 
our  agriculturists,  and  equally  difficult 
is  it  for  us  to  conceive  why,  when  all 
our  other  valuable  resources  are  tasked 
to  the  uUermost,  so  little  shonld  be  said 
in  its  favor,and  no  more  vigorous  efforts 
put  forth  to  secure  its  more  general  in- 
troduction. Light  sandy  soil,  in  which 
there  is  a  mixture  of  clayey  matter,  and 
which  has  been  well  manured  under 
previous  cropping,  will  almost  invaria- 
bly prod  uce  millet.  The  proper  time 
for  sowing  the  seed  is  the  time  Indian 
corn  receives  the  first  hoeing;  or,  if  the 
season  be  forward,  a  little  before  that 
period .  The  soil  should  be  carefully 
prepared  by  thorough  ploughing  and 
harrowing,  and,  if  very  light,by  the  ap- 
plication of  the  roller.  It  should  then 
receive  the  seed,  from  a  common  seed^ 
sower,  which  furrow8,drops  the  seed,cov- 
ers,  and  rolls  the  soil,  all  at  one  opera- 
tion. The  rows  may  be  graduated  as 
to  the  distance  by  the  character  and 
condition  of  the  soil ;  if  very  fertile,they 
may  be  fifteen  inches  apart;  if  not  so 
rich,twenty  or  twenty-four  inches  should 
be  allowed  between  tbe  rows.  Broad- 
casting is  a  practice  which,  though  not 
destitute  of  its  peculiar  merits,  has  nev- 
erlhele8S,gone  mostly  into  disuse  ot  late. 
It  requires  a  much  larger  quantity  of 
seed,  does  not  insure  the  same  uniform- 
ity of  appearance  and  produce,and  nets 
much  less  favorably  upon  the  character 
of  the  soil. —  Gcrmantown     Telegraph. 

Garden  nints. 

It  is  now  high  time  to  think  about 
preparing  the  garden  spot  for  planting. 
Weeds  should  be  carefully  cleaned  off 
by  harrowing  and  raking,  if  the  piece 
is  large,  or  in  some  convenient  way  if 
it  is  small .  Cover  the  surface  about  one 
half  inch  deep  with  thoroughly  decom- 
posed manure,  and  as  soon  as  the  frost 
is  out  and  the  ground  is  in  a  suitable 
condition  for  working,  plow  or  dig  it 
deeply  and  plant  spinach,  ratfish, onions, 
lettuce,  paisley  and  other  hardy  plnnts, 
following  for  main  crop  about  four  weeks 
after.  Long  scarlet  radish, white  curled 
Silcsian  lettuce  and  Danvers  yellow 
onion  are  proper  sorts.  For  early 
beets  plant  the  bassano;  early  carrot, 
early  horn ;  for  late  beet,  long  blood ; 
late  carrot,  hollow  crown.  Peas  should 
also  be  sown  as  early  as  possible,  and 
the  more  sheltered  the  situation  the  bet- 
ter will  any  garden  produce  be. 

No  time  should  be  lost  in  making  up 
hotbeds  to  start  tomato,  egg  plant,  pep- 
per, cauliflower,  and  cabbage  plants,and 
if  some  lettuce  is  sown  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  bed  it  will  enhance  the  earliness 
thereof  a  couple  of  weeks.  Still  in 
these  days  of  railroads  aud  express  com 
panics  it  may  sometimes  be  cheaper  for 
the  farmer  to  send  to  towns  %nd  eities 
for  what  he  wants  then  to  grow  them 
himself,especially  should  a  neighborhood 
club  together  and  send  for  a  quantity, 
thereby  reducing  both  the  cost  of  the 
plants  and  the  express  charges. 

Remember  that  a  good  garden  will 
produce  one-half  the  substance  of  the 
family,  thereby  reducing  the  bills  of  the 
grocers,  butchers,and  doctors. — Prairie 
Farmer, 

So  far  from  trying  to  see  how  little 
food  we  can  subsist  a  milch  cow  on,  the 
object  should  be  to  see  how  much  we 
make  her  eat.  The  cow  should  be  re- 
graded  as  a  machine  for  the  manufacture 
of  milk.  Feed,  therefore,  so  as  to 
sharpen  the  appetite  and  induce  the  an- 
imal to  eat  freely.  If  you  have  a  long 
row  to  feed,  put  a  small  forkful  before 
the  first  and  so  on  to  each  as  you  go 
along.  By  the  time  you  get  to  the  end, 
tbe  first  may  have  been  eaten  all  up  clean 
and  be  waiting  for  more.  Begin  tbe 
same  way  and  go  round  again  and  again 
if  necessary.  Put  a  large  feeding  before 
a  cow  at  once,  and  it  would  not  be  eat- 
en with  half  the  relish,  and  some  of  it 
might  be  left.

WHY     NOT? 
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The  following  is  a  good  plan  for  mak- 
ing and  applying  manure:  Prepare 
all  manure  in  the  barnyard,  mixing  one 
part  manure  with  two  parts  rich  soil  in 
the  spring.  In  a  few  weeks  it  is  in  or- 
der. Use  it  for  corn ;  the  ground  is 
first  prepared,  and  the  corn  planted,and 
then  a  shovelful  of  manure  thrown  over 
or  around  each  hill.  Top  dressing  is 
also  prepared  for  wheat  and  turnips. 
Timothy  sown  upon  wheat  should  be 
followed  by  the  roller ;  it  benefits  both 
wheat  and  timothy. 

Mr.  L.  P.  Mills,  of  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Iowa,  writes  that  by  mixing  from  three 
or  four  quarts  of  rye  to  a  bushel  of  seed 
wheat,  one  of  his  neighbors  had  not 
failed  to  have  a  good  crop  for  tbe  last 
ten  year8,while  the  crops  of  others  ware 
destroyed.  The  bug  eats  the  rye,  and 
leaves  the  spring  wheat  to  mature. 

The  soil,  by  its  weight,  is  constantly 
trying  to  form  rock  under  it  in  the  sub- 
soil. It  is  the  farmer's  business  to  see 
that  it  don't  do  it.  His  plow  and  spade 
are  the  means  to  prevent  it,  but  especi- 
ally the  subsoil  plow. 

For  curing  fermentation  in  cattle's 
stomachs,  produced  by  green  food,  clo- 
ver, etc.,  one  spoonful  ammonia  dissolT- 
ed  in  a  glass  of  water,  and  administered 
to  the  animal.  The  cure  takes  place 
within  an  hour.
